The report that the shipping is 
on fire seems premature.

There are two loaded 
veasels in the stream, however, oppo- 
site the works, which sire burning, 
namely, the Competitor, with filled 
cases, and the Maryland, with filled bar 
rels. One of the oily ice boats has 
gone to their assistance. The wharfs 
are all in flames and the employes have 
been (compelled to leave the 
offices, 


The fire originated In an agitator. The 
explosion was beard and felt at the ex- 
treme northern points of this city, and 
as far down the river as Chester. The 
last great) fire at the works occurred 
Jane, 1878. All the shedding along 
the wharves are now on fire, and the 
destruction of the whole works greatly 
depends on the force and direction of 
the wind.

Mrs. Scott was the owner of a 
good firm, and was reported well-to-do 
financially among her colored friends, 
and the terrible manner of her taking 
off has created much excitement in the 
usually quiet rural neighborhood, where 
she has lived all her life.

BraakWi He* Uek. 


Mr. W.H. Bramble, of this city, the 


inventor and patentee of a large number 
of locks, which are manufactured by 
Russell & Erwin, of New Britain, Conn., 
has just finished another new contrivance 
in that line, which, after a careful exami- 
nation, seems to us to be the most com- 
plete door lock we have ever seen, com- 
bining more new and useful features than 
any one would imagine could be gathered 
together in one lock. The outside appear- 
ance of this lock is much like those on the 
doors of Peddecord, Burrows & Go's 
bank—which are known as Bramble's 
Leek and Latch combined—but Ihe inner 
construction is entirely different. It is 
neither a rim nor a mortise lock, but is 
"gained in1' to a depth nf alwut three- 
eighths of an inch, on the inside door 
stile, letting the plate to which the thumb 
latch and handle are attached rest on the 
door stile, thus leaving only the thickness 
of the plate to project. The working part 
of the lock is attached to the inside of 
this plate, without having any case around 
it, and only projects three-eighths of an 
inch from the plate. In letting this lock 
it is only necessary to "gain" or c,ut out a 
space three-eighths of an inch deep, two 
inches wide and lour inches long, on the 
inside of Ihe door slile, and screw on the 
plate. 


This lock is one of the most remarka- 


ble specimens of mechanical ingenuity 
we have ever seen, in its line, being sim- 
ple yet exceedingly novel, ornamental 
and yet useful and durable. His, in 
short, the perfect embodiment of Ameri- 
can ingenuity, in ft utilitarian form, and 
will add not a little to the renown of the 
investor, whose genius has cropped out 
in so many useful contrivances hereto- 
fore, and who, we hope, has struck a real 
Honiui/a in his last.
